Judge Wakeloy rendered an opinjon in
the suit brought by the Gas company to

steain the city from pnassing the gas
ordinance

The decision sets forth at length the
Cnnture of ordinance No, 130, by which
the original franchise was given to the
Gins company and the character of the
repealing ordinance,

The ppecpge of ordinance No, 130 and
s noceptance by the eompany, followed
by o large expenditare of money and the
establishmonts of its works on the faith
thereof, constituted a contrnet binding
‘upon voth purtles, and neither party can,
without sullicient remson abroguate or re-
seind, or rightfully refuse to perform any
of such rerma,

The right of the eity couneil to repeal

dinanee entively and to take from
gas company any vights lawfully
nted to it does not oxist, unless it his

Inted or failed to comply with some

rovision or provisions contained in it

ithin the meaning and intent  thereof,
o8 fuirly constrned. And, upon clemen-
tary principles, tho eity as a pacty to the
eontract, cannot bhind  or conclude the
other party by its decision or detrrmina-
tion that such party has violated the pro-
visions of the ordinance and forfeited its
his thereunder, No court even or tri-
bunal of any kind ean make o bindinge
determination to that effect except Yby
due conrse of law,” upon notice and
hearing.

The reeitals in the repealing ordinnmee,
I passed, will therefore be uneffvctual to
estublish the fact of the violution of or-
dinance 139, charged apon the gas com-

any, or the right of the ity to repeal
ity nnd this right and the fact of any vio
ation justifying the repoal muy be con-
testod in any procoeding in which the va-
lidity of the repealing ordinance may be
pelied on.

But the reeitals will be efleetive, ns a
declaration by the city through its mayor
and council, as one of the contracting
parties, that grounds exist entitling it to
msist upon forfeiture; and the ordi-
nance will be operntive as n deelaration
that the city does eluim, and insists upon
rights of forfeiture.

s the repenling ordinance, if passed,
eannot take from the plaintit eompany
any vight or privileges visited in it by or-
dinance 139, unless grounds exist confer-
ring the right of vepeal; and, as it does
not, by it terms, purport to anthorize any
disturbanee of or interference *with  the
possession or enjoyment by plaintift’ of
15 property, or the exercise of its fran-
chises, the enactment of the repealing or-
dinanee eannot cause irreparably injury
or be properly enjoined. ‘The fears or
apprehensions which may be excited
tl‘ll,urub.\'. or the effeet, if any, which it may
have upon stock in the company or by in-
duemg disputes of its continued vights,
are not proper grounds for the preventive
remedy of injunction.

But, if attempts should follow such en-
Sotment, or if it be contemplated by the
eity authorities or officers to scize, de-
stroy, injure or interfere with plaintift's
property or franchises, under or breause
of the repoaling ordinance, without a ju-
dicial determination that its rigints have
hoen forfeited, the grounds for injunction
would be greatly different from thaose
pow presented in the petition and might
Abe ample.  Such aetsf permitted might
work irreparable injury to plaintiff, and

he remody of injunction might be the
mﬂT adequate one.

" The application for injunction must be
denied nnd the restraining order nereto-
ore ullowed dissolved.

A SAD STORLY.

How a Happy Home Was Broken Up
By a Designing Woman,

Mr. and Mrs, Willinm DBeecham are
now in the city joil awaiting trial on a
charge of disturbing the peace. Their
story is a sad one, and 1f it be half true,
there is one woman in this town who
onght to be mnde to suffer for it.
Beceham, who is supposed to have been
the principal in the row for which the
two were arrested, 15 a young man about
22 yeare of nge, e eame here to meet
his wife, whom he supposed was leading
a respeelable lite. He diseovered that
she was in the elutehes of a proprietress
of a den on Twelfth and Dodgoe streets,
who had brought her to Omaha under
false vepresentations, e naturally in-
sisted that his wife should be allowed to
leave the place. Mrs, Florenee Dulae,
the keeper of the l-]:u'v, insisted that she
should not go, and i rosw ensued, as a re-
sult of \\r’llil"l-ll both Beecham und his wifo
ara rcasts .

The story of his troubles, as told by
Beecham, is a touching and interesting
one. "1 met my wife when sho was o
little 17-year-old girl living in Chicago.
Her name was |hi|i:l Orfin. She  had
come to this country from Franee, with
two of her sisters @ eouple of years be-
fore. 1 proposed marriage to her and
sho neeented me,  We didn’t want to live
in Chieago, and so 1| determined to go
out west and make n home for her, so thut
I could marry her. I went out near
Watertown, Dak., took up a section of
land and went to farming. I managzed to
get nogood start, and got hold of some
enttle, a  good team  of lorses
and farming  tools, Then mar-
ricd my wife. That wos  in
M:Lg\l:lst. We lived happily together un-
til Mureh—Ilast month—when Julin be-
cama restless, She wanted to visit her
relutives.  She had a sister living in Chi-
eago, and 1 ngreed to fix it so thut she.
could visit her for a month or two. 1
old my horses and n few other things,
and managed to serape together enough
monay to buy her new elothes, a ticket to
Chicago and other things, leaving her
(quite a sum to spend on the way, going
and coming.  She then went to Clitearo,
but found that her sister had gone back
to France, My wife dia not know what
to do. She stayed in Chicago until all
her money had given ont, when she met
this wreteh, Florence Dulne, who lirst
led her astray. The Dulae womian told
her that she wanted o givl to coma to
Omaha und do domestic work at $7 a
waeek. Julin jumped at the offer. She was
told that she wonld be treated nicely,
that the work was light and what eould
she do but come? When she arrived in
Omaha, she saw that she bhad been en-
trapped,  Buot she eould not get away.
The Duine woman managed to keep her
in debt all the time, amd would not let
her leave the house. As soon ns 1
hoard of tho way Julin had been teap-
ped T emme atonee to Omahan, and insisted
that wy wife should leave the place.
T'he Dulae womuin said ‘no, Julin musi
stuy.' |insistad that she should not re-
main there, and abont 12 o'clock Friday
night, we hul o row about the matter for
which, you sea, I and Julin were ar-
rosted,”

The wife is n French girl, quite pretty
and prepossessing and but 18 yoais of
age, She was born in Paris, France.
Bocoham is an Amerienn and, scemingly,
a hard-working, honest and intelligent
miun.

“"Assoonas lean got this thing set-
tled, " he saul, concluding s story, 1
shall rent o little  house, fornish it and
tanke Julin toit. She is young yet and
has never been in o sporting house be-
fore. Itis ot too late to save her. As
for that Dulae womuan, I shall make it
warm for her. She has done hor best 1o
break up my home and ruin my wife, and
I shull sue her for heavy damnges,'

I remember the day the bank
suspended just as well as though it was
yesterday, T never saw such exeitement
The Penn bank

againt the Standard Oid  company and
get aocorner on oil. They got the wors
of it bur were more being  successul
any other coneern that ever triod, If
certain New York people intevestod in
the scheme had kept their words T think
the enterprise would have been enrried
out, The failure of the bank was one of
the most disgreoeful aflairs on record,
They shot down one day and the next
day opened their doors  for the purpose
of receiving  deposits, The eashier
wils probably the most  popu-
ar man in town anl
and had hundreds ot warm personal
fricnds. This, together with the high re.
gard in which the bank was held, made
people flock to its rescue. It was given
out that the embarrassment was only
temporary, and everybody believed this
to be the case. Men actually drew
their money out of other banks to pass it
over the counter of the Penn. What be-
came of the money thus received was
never known, a8 when an examination
wius made no trace of it could be fonnd.
It probably went out the buack door as
fast as it was brought in the front. If the
depositors win their suits, as MeMullen
has his, it will completely ruin every one
of the old directors, as the total mnount

WHERETHE MONEY COMES FIROM

How Licenses Are Collected by the
City—Who Are Taxedd,

Quite an item in the eity's eash ae-
count 15 the money colleeted for liconses.
This branch of work is entively in the
hands of City Oticer Turnbull, who
koups a striet acconunt of the number and
kind of licenses issued, to whom they are
riven, ete,, and attends: to the colleeting
of the money thercfor,  He s vigilant
and keen-eyed, and woo to the individual
or corporation  who tries to evade the
license lnws if Mr, ‘I, discovers it. Fol-
lowing are of the items on his
Iu-’:_(t‘l‘:

The snloon men constitute the elass
contributing the heaviest amonunt to the
license funds,  There ave 160 of them in
the eity, onch paying $1,000 a year. There
are 30 druggists, ench paying $10 per
annum.

There are 200 hackmen and expressmen
who pay a license of §10 o year, There
are ten plambers and  diain layers con-
tributing a similar amount, )

The fruit or notion poeddlers are thirty
in pumber.  Each pays n liconse of 880 a
year. Of fruit and novelty stands there
are twenty-five in the city.” The license
for them 15 $5 a month. Ten pawn brok-
ers pay & license of 100 a year apicee.

The various hotels of the city support
ten “runners.”  Each one of these lusty-
lunged indiyidnals who haunt the i, &
M. and U, P, depots, I8 required o pay
$10 o year into the municipal treasury.

Amuscients, too, are well taxed, ‘The
two theatres here pay $100 1 {yr:r.r apieee.
This includes the privilege of putting up
bill boards in ditferent parts of the city.
There are two shooting lprul!--ri--.-q in the
clll_g. and each one pays ¥5 a month,

uring the summer season four cireus
COMPANIcs on an average, appear here,
and for the privilege of spreading canvus
oach one pays into the city treasury §200,
In sadition, the wmansgement is required
to pay §240 for each and every side show,
besides §3 for each fruit stand, ete.
